Ice Pays Coal Bill. 

Now that winter is here with 
its cold, most persons in the 
North look u|)on it as a season 
which they will bo <:lad to see 
pass, — a season of expense for, 
fuel, with few compensations. | 

One man whom I know, how- 
ever, makes the cold a souice of | 
direct profit. He stores ice, and 

sells it during the hot weather, | 
clearing all espensea apd netting 
a oeat sum which more tlMii pays 

hll coal bill. 

An ice harvesting outfit need 
not cost much monev, but the 
owner must be willing to work, 
and must know how. Ice may be 
stored Bucccssfully in 6ld buifd- 
ings, even though it has poor 
roofs. 

All that is really essential is 
L'ood drainage for the melted ice 
and free circulation of air above 
the ice stored, together with a 
jacket of some insulatitis mate- 
rial, — preferably sawdust, be- 
cause it is cheap and eMy to ob- 
tain and li;inille. ' 

The ideal place for an ice house 
is in R deose]y>shaded spot on 

the north bank of ,i ju ii'l. near i 
the water, so that the ice may be 
made to slide into place, by 
horse power, direct from tb^ wa- 
ter, without carting. A rough 
board structure that is merely a 
tight lining to hold sawdnst, will 
do. The ic- should be jtackj'd 
upon twelve or fourteen inches 
of sawdu.st, and spaced six to 
eight inclies from the w alls on 
all sides. As the ice goes in, the 
sawdust must be trampled bard 
and kceji level with it. 

Twelve to lifteeii inches of saw 
dust must cover llie icu at l ist 
and be always kept upon it ; not 
not a greater depth than this. 
Frequently during rtiiW and 
warm weather the sawdust must 
be rammed oil <yoii?id the side of 
the ice and triiii;ilei| down.
